Kingsville, Tex.. May 22. 4911. 
Dear Brother: 
As you see by above address that 
Mexico is too hot for comfort. We 
came up lost Friday and I am go­ 
ing to leave the wife and baby up 
here for some time until things quiet 
down—which will be after they hold 
an ©batton.

The people voted the state capital 
to Oklahoma City with 
the under­ 
standing that that town would furn­ 
ish funds to erect a capitol building 
costing not less than a million and 
a half. After the supreme court had 
decided against the legality of the 
ejection, Gov. Haskell called the leg­ 
islature together to carry out the 
will of the people as expressed at 
the polis. This time it was in the 
trade that the nvw capital would 'be 
let off with a million dollar building. 
As a condition of signing the meas­ 
ure Gov. Haskell made the citizen* 
sign up a subscription list for $71,- 
000 with which to defray 
the 
ex­ 
penses of moving from Guthrie and 
of paying rent until the state should 
be ready to move into its own home 
Not a cent of this money has been 
paid, and naturally people are begin 
ning to wonder if it ever 
will 
be. 
One thing is certain the voter* of 
Oklahoma are in no mood to stan<j 
for any monkey business. The ex 
cuse that the money will be paid 
over when the United States Supreme 
court finally settles the case is not 
sufficient, for if we understand the 
contract no provision was made for

Claremore, May 26.—The jury 
in 
the case of Kila Lamer vs. 
A. 
L. 
Kates, in the district court for Rog­ 
ers county, brought in a verdict in 
favor of the plaintiff for $1,000 and 
cost®. Mrs. Lamer, who is the wife 
of J. H. Lamer, editor of the News, 
sued Kates for $10,000 damages for 
an article appearing in the Progress 
of which Kates is editor, about a 
year and a half ago. 
•Lamer kept 
roomers, 
and 
the 
progress printed an article saying 
that Mrs. Lamer had ejected some 
roomers who had a very sick baby, 
and that at the time the baby was so 
m ar dead that before the mother 
could get away from the house to 
find another place, the child died in 
her arms. 
It was expected the trial would be 
a hard fought one, but no evidence 
other than the article was introduc­ 
ed. The judge held that the article 
was libelous and ruled in such a man 
ner that the defendant claimed there 
was need or use in his introducing 
his testimony, which, according to the 
understanding of those interested in 
the case, would have been an attempt 
to prove the truth of the statements, 
and that they were printed without 
malice. Kates’ lawyers claimed that 
under the judge’s rulings, there was 
no use to prove this, as he would be 
just as liable to damage anyway, so 
the case went to the jury with in­ 
structions from the judge that they 
must find for the plaintiff in the sum 
of $100 or more and for costs. 
Tile defendants will appeal to the 
state supreme court at once, and all 
editors over the state will be inter­ 
ested in the decision, as the rights of 
papers and defenses in libel suits un­ 
der the Oklahoma law has never been 
tried along the©- lines.
